The director said that at this early date it was impos- 
sible to predict whether rust would be a problem in 1955, but that initial reports from

"SOME PEOPLE TOOK CHANCES!

(Special to The News) 


EDMONTON—Members of the 
Alberta Legislature returned to 
Edmonton this week for the se- 
cond sitting of,the 1955 legislat- 
ive session—a sitting which may 
turn out to be the most impor- 
tant of the year. 

When: the session adjourned 
in April for the Easter recess, 
the legislature still had not dis- 
posed of some of the major bills 
presented to the house by Pre- 
mier- Manning’s government. 
.In addition to that, there is 
the question of natural gas ex- 
port to eastern Canada, in the 
light of the failure of Trans- 
Canada Pipe Line Ltd. to obtain 
financial backing for its propos- 
ed $300.000,000 project. The pre- 
mier gave this as the main rea- 
son for calling members back to 
a special session. 

But one of the main items of 
unfinished business, and certain- 
ly the most contentious so far, is 
the bill which would permit es- 
tablishment of producer-control- 
led marketing boards, to mar- 
“ket certain agricultural pro- 
ducts. and set prices. 
The marketing legislation be- 
came such a political hot. potato 
that the government decided to 
give it to a meeting of the house 
agriculture committee, which 
consists of all 61 members of 
the legislature. 
At last reports, the Alberta 
Federation of Agriculture and 
the. Western Stock Growers’ As- 
sociation had signified their in- 
tention to submit briefs to the 
committee. It was believed both 
groups would be opposed to the 
bill as it was presented to the 
house—but for differenf rea- 
sons. , 

The AFA was expected to ask 
for fewer restrictions on the es- 
tablishment of marketing boards 
while ‘the stockmen. already 
have expressed strong opposi- 
tion against the idea of having 
cattle-and sheep included in the 
legislation covering the boards. 
Because of this. @pposition, cat- 
tle and sheep were excluded 
from the bill introduced by Hon. 
L. C. Halmrast, minister of agri- 
culture. ; ; 

The AFA was expected to op- 
pose the provision in the. bill 
that a marketing board for a 
specific product can be set up 
only if 51 per cent of. the regis- 
tered producers vote in favor of 
it. The. group, believes this re- 
striction will:make it too, diffi- 
cult to set up ‘a board, and was 
expected to. ask for an amend- 
ment. making it a majority of 
those. who actually get out and 
‘vote. 
Usually’ solid ’ Social _ Credit 
ranks are split-on the market- 
ing. board, question, and for still 
‘another reason. Several Social 
Credit back - benchers spoke 
’ strongly against the compulsory 
features. They didn’t like the 
idea of a 51. per cent majority 
imposing its will on 49.per cent 
who don’t want marketing 
boards. ; 
MLA’s debating the bill used 
words ‘like dictatorship” and 
phrases like “injustice to farm- 
' ers,” which gives some indica- 
tion of the lively battle. that has 
been’ going’ on: in the Social 
Credit caucus aver the - same; 
_ question for a number of ¥éars. 
Some Social Credit-ers have said 
the bill will be abandoned after 
the agriculture committee hear- 
ing. 

As the bill stood when intro- 
duced in April, it would permit 
establishment of producer 
boards to market poultry, poul- 
try products, hogs, vegetables, 
honey, cheese, commercial grass 
and legume seed.
